O Harper adamant that Ottawa’s decision to not fund 
Expo 2017 is right choice O Mayor Mandel ‘past angry’ 
over what he alluded to as a federal flip-flop 


Prime Minister Stephen Harper says he 
believes the majority of people in 
Edmonton support his government’s de¬ 
cision not to help fund Expo 2017. 

Harper says he’s seen surveys in the 
local media that suggest his 
government’s decision has won some 
favour in the city. 

“I am and I think our caucus is very 
clear that not proceeding is the right de¬ 
cision and, by the way, not just for the 
taxpayers of Canada. 

“This is the right decision for the tax¬ 
payers of Alberta and most importantly 
for the taxpayers of Edmonton,” Harper 
told reporters here yesterday, where he 
was holding a closed-door economic 
roundtable. 

“I also want to thank the people of 
Edmonton who, I think, from 
everything I am seeing in terms of pub¬ 
lic opinion surveying, are pretty clearly 
supporting that decision.” 

The prime minister reiterated his 
government’s position that the cost of 
hosting the world’s fair, including secu¬ 
rity, would be too expensive.

Mandel’s reaction 


Mayor Stephen Mandel was furious when 
he learned last week of the Conservative 
government’s refusal to back the plan. 

► Mandel pointed out at the time that the city 
was encouraged to make the bid by Ottawa. 
Yesterday, Mandel said he wasn't about to 
argue with the prime minister. “We did 
polling and that polling indicated that 
Albertans and Edmontonians supported the 
Expo,” he said.

Residents uprooted 
after asbestos found 


O Discovery made after $2.6-million 
fire last week © More than 300 
people leaving 157-unit highrise 


Hundreds of downtown 
residents are seeking tem¬ 
porary shelter after a high- 
rise fire led to the 
discovery of asbestos. 

The discovery was made 
in the drywall during in¬ 
spections following the 
Nov. 23 fire, which de¬ 
stroyed two suites at the 
Valhalla Apartments. All 
residents of the building, 
located at 113 Street and 
99 Avenue, have been told 
they will need to find oth¬ 
er accommodations until it 
can be removed. 

Jeannie Lloyd lives on 
the 14th floor with her 
daughter. She found out 
on Friday during a meeting 
held at a nearby church 
that she would have to 
move somewhere else. 

“My daughter and I are 
looking for a short-term 
furnished place because 
we’re going to leave our 
furniture here,” said Lloyd. 
“I do want to come back.” 


Cause of blaze 


► The fire was caused by a 
fibreboard sound barrier, 
which ignited while a 
worker was soldering a 
pipe on the top floor of 
the 16 -storey highrise. 

► The fire immediately 
displaced approximately 
20 residents; the rest were 
allowed back in the build¬ 
ing prior to the asbestos 
discovery. 

Building management 
wouldn’t comment, only 
saying the building is 
closed and inspections are 
still ongoing. 

Residents came in yes¬ 
terday to gather their be¬ 
longings. 

Lloyd said she was told 
it could be three to four 
months before she is able 
to move back in: “It’s pret¬ 
ty depressing.”

Italian Prime Minister Sil¬ 
vio Berlusconi insisted yes¬ 
terday he only throws 
elegant, dignified soirees 
at his villas and not wild 
parties as reportedly de¬ 
scribed by a Rome-based 
U.S. diplomat in a cable 
contained in the Wikilealcs 
trove. 

Berlusconi said he didn’t 
care to read what such 
diplomats had to report, 
saying “I don’t look at what 
third-rate or fourth-rate of¬ 
ficials say.” 


Berlusconi has been ac¬ 
cused of entertaining es¬ 
corts and underage girls at 
his villas — allegations 
that have fuelled a political 
crisis that has brought the 
government to a no-confi¬ 
dence vote in two weeks. 

According to the cable, 
Berlusconi's “frequent late 
nights and penchant for 


partying hard mean he 
does not get sufficient 
rest.” Yesterday, Berlusconi 
shrugged off the commen¬ 
tary with a laugh. 

“I unfortunately have 
never in my life been to a 
wild party,” he said. 
“Maybe they’re interesting. 
I’ve never been.”

Group says 
crumbling 
cities need 
more cash 

Canada’s big cities are fac¬ 
ing a fiscal crunch that 
threatens their ability to 
pay for such things as 
transit, sewers and hous¬ 
ing, say business groups 
in a joint appeal to federal 
and provincial govern¬ 
ments. 

In a news release to be 
issued nationally today, 
the chambers of com¬ 
merce from 13 of Cana¬ 
da’s largest municipalities 
call for a new urban strat¬ 
egy to keep cities from 
falling apart.

OUcent of 
Canadians live in the 
major urban centres 
but less than 10 per 
cent of all taxes are 
collected by municipal 
governments. 


“The bottom line is 
that Canada’s largest ur¬ 
ban centres need a more 
stable, secure and grow¬ 
ing revenue source,” the 
release states. 

But while municipali¬ 
ties have traditionally 
placed the lion’s share of 
blame on underfunding 
from Ottawa and the 
provinces, the chambers 
say the municipalities 
share some responsibility.

U.S. to sue 
WikiLeaks? 


O Obama administration feels the 
heat after cables go public

The Obama administration 
moved forcefully yesterday 
to contain damage from 
the release of more than a 
quarter-million classified 
diplomatic files, branding 
the action as an attack on 
the United States and rais¬ 
ing the prospect of legal 
action against online whis¬ 
tle-blower WikiLeaks. 

Secretary of State 
Hillaiy Rodham Clinton 
said WikiLeaks acted ille¬ 
gally in posting the materi¬ 
al. She said the Obama 
administration was taking 
“aggressive steps to hold 
responsible those who 
stole this information.” 

White House 

spokesman Robert Gibbs 


said the U.S. would not 
rule out taking action 
against WikiLeaks. Attor¬ 
ney General Eric Holder 
said the administration 
would prosecute if viola¬ 
tions of federal law are 
found in a criminal investi¬ 
gation of the incident. 

Gibbs said President 
Barack Obama was briefed 
on the impending massive 
leak last week and was 
“not pleased” about the 
breach of classified docu¬ 
ments. “This is a serious vi¬ 
olation of the law,” Gibbs 
said. 

The White House or¬ 
dered a government-wide 
review of how agencies 
safeguard sensitive infor¬ 
mation. Clinton said steps 
were already being taken 
to tighten oversight of 
diplomatic files.

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Riots erupt in 
Egypt over 
alleged fraud 

O Rights groups say government kept independent 
monitors out of polling stations in order to stuff ballots 


Protesters set fire to cars, 
tires and two polling sta¬ 
tions, clashing with police 
firing tear gas in riots that 
erupted around Egypt yes¬ 
terday. 

A coalition of local and 
international rights groups 
reported that the balloting 
was marred by widespread 
rigging after the govern¬ 
ment prevented monitor¬ 
ing. It said opposition 
candidate representatives 
and independent monitors 
who were supposed to be 
allowed to watch the vot¬ 
ing were barred from al¬ 
most all polling stations 
around the country, allow¬ 
ing officials to stuff ballot 
boxes.

powerful opposition move¬ 
ment, the Islamic funda¬ 
mentalist Muslim 

Brotherhood, acknowl¬ 
edged that its lawmakers 
may be all but completely 
swept out of parliament. 

The election showed the 
Brotherhood’s limited op¬ 
tions after repeated crack¬ 


downs — including the ar¬ 
rest of some 1,400 of its ac¬ 
tivists in the weeks ahead 
of the vote. 

Sunday’s parliamentary 
vote was overshadowed by 
a presidential election set 
for next year. The man 
who has ruled Egypt for 
nearly three decades, 82- 
year-old President Hosni 
Mubarak, has had health 
issues and many believe he 
is positioning his son, 
Gamal, to succeed him. 

In Washington, State 
Department spokesman 
P.J. Crowley said the Unit¬ 
ed States had “serious 
concerns about what oc¬ 
curred,” though it was 
still evaluating the situa¬ 
tion.

over last year, according 
to the annual Christmas 
Price Index compiled by 
PNC Wealth Management. 

So you might want to 
try for one of everything. 
That would cost only 
$23,439, or 9.2 per cent 
more than last year. 


The 27th annual 
holiday index has histori¬ 
cally mirrored the U.S. 
Consumer Price Index, 
but not this year. The PNC 
Christmas Price Index 
grew 9.2 per cent from 
last year, compared with 
just a 1.1 per cent increase 
in the much broader Con¬ 
sumer Price Index. 

Also, gold prices are 
high — which pushed the 


cost of five gold rings up 
30 per cent to $649.95 — 
as was the cost of hiring 
entertainers. 

The most expensive 
item on the list was 
$6,294.03 to hire nine 
ladies dancing, a 15 per 
cent increase from last 
year. The cheapest was 
$12 for one partridge, a 20 
per cent increase.

All are among this 
year’s crop of The 10 Most 
Fascinating People, as 
harvested by Barbara Wal¬ 
ters from the fields of en¬ 
tertainment, sports and 
world affairs. 

Also on the list: GOP su¬ 
perstar Sarah Palin, in¬ 
coming American Idol 
judge Jennifer Lopez, roy¬ 
al fiancee Kate Middleton 
and the entire cast of 
MTV’s Jersey Shore. Two 
more Most Fascinating 
People are yet to be dis¬ 
closed, and, as usual, the 
10th name will be kept 
under wraps until the 
ABC News special airs 
Dec. 9 at 10 p.m. 

This is the 18th year 
Walters has presented her 
roundup of the biggest 
and most buzzworthy. But 
this year, there’s more. 
She’s got a companion 
special the same night. 

An hour earlier — at 9 
p.m. EST — Walters is 
hosting Oprah, The Next 
Chapter. It’s an in-depth 
visit with Winfrey as she 


readies OWN, her new ca¬ 
ble network launching 
Jan. 1, and roars down the 
home stretch of her day¬ 
time talk show’s final sea¬ 
son. 

“I interviewed her in 
1988, when she was first 
becoming very popular,” 
Walters said not long ago. 
“She and I consider this 
latest interview our com¬ 
ing full circle.” 

On the program, Win¬ 
frey will discuss her new 
network, the reason she’s 
doing it and concerns she 
has for its success — “it’s 
a huge leap of faith,” Wal¬ 
ters said. 

Winfrey also talks 
“very personally” about 
her relationships with 
best friend Gayle King 
and longtime partner 
Stedman Graham. 

“This is an interview 
about Oprah’s life at this 
turning point,” Walters 
said. 

On The 10 Most Fasci¬ 
nating People of 2010, the 
conversation is personal, 
too, when Walters sits 
down with White. 

At 88, White has en¬ 
joyed a year of triumphs 
and much-deserved atten¬ 


tion as an actress-comedi¬ 
an who is full of life, but 
during her interview, “she 
talks about how she feels 
about death,” said Wal¬ 
ters, adding, “She still 
wants to have sex.” 

Palin — the bestselling 
author and former gover¬ 
nor and vice-presidential 
candidate — is one of 
Walters’ most fascinating 
people for a record third 
consecutive year. Walters 
said she came away from 
their recent meeting con¬ 
vinced that “this is a 
woman who is going to be 
a candidate (for president) 
— or, at least, wants to be 
a candidate.” 

Walters saw fit to inter¬ 
view Snoolci, The Situa¬ 
tion and the rest of this 
outrageous reality show. 

“They were all on very 
good behaviour and very 
well dressed, and they've 
all got big plans for the 
future,” said Walters. 
“And they taught me their 
language” - terms like 
smoosh and grenade - 
“none of which I need to 
know.” 

Walters learned some¬ 
thing from Bieber, too. He 
taught Walters a new 


dance. 

“This is a kid who is 
smart as can be and very 
talented at 16,” Walters 
said. And despite his huge 
success (he emerged as 
the biggest winner at this 
year's American Music 
Awards), he hasn't lost his 
grounding as a 16-year- 
old: “His mother still 
takes away his computer 
when he doesn't behave.” 

As Walters looked back 
at the year that served up 
her latest “Fascinating 
People,” she couldn't help 
remark on what the year 
has meant to her: In May, 
she underwent open- 
heart surgery to replace a 
faulty valve. 

“It was last year at this 
time that there began to 
be this shadow in my 
life,” she said, “because 
that's when I heard that I 
might possibly have to 
have this surgery. Now 
that shadow is gone. I've 
been staggeringly busy 
the last few months, and 
I'm fine. 

“It's not that I'm fasci¬ 
nating, but I think my 
journey this year has been 
fascinating.”

Bruce Cohen and Don 
Mischer, producers of the 
Feb. 27 telecast, said Mon¬ 
day they had chosen Fran¬ 
co and Hathaway as hosts 
because the two are rising 
stars with broad talent 
that will help turn the 
night into a celebration of 
film. 

“What we have here are 
two really emerging tal¬ 
ents who are very respect¬ 
ed and are going to have, I 
think, magnificent ca¬ 
reers,” Mischer said. 

Both have done serious 
drama and comedy. Hath¬ 
away earned a best-actress 
Oscar nomination for 
2008’s Rachel Getting Mar¬ 
ried and starred in such 
comedies as The Princess 
Diaries and The Devil 
Wears Prada. 

Franco had an Emmy 
nomination for the title 
role of 2001’s James Dean, 


co-starred in the Oscar- 
winning Milk and deliv¬ 
ered a memorable comic 
turn as a spacey pot dealer 
in Pineapple Express. 

Hathaway also showed 
off her musical talents in a 
duet at the 2008 Oscars 
with the show’s host, 
Hugh Jackman.

Rita Telceste, age 34, is HIV 
positive. 

Since she was diagnosed 
with the infection seven 
years ago, she has been on 
antiretroviral medications, 
which keep her virus un¬ 
der control while she rais¬ 
es two children, works, 
and volunteers at the 
Southern Alberta HIV Clin¬ 
ic in Calgary. 

But starting in 2007, 
Telceste had some new 
problems: horrendous 

headaches, debilitating 
seizures and loss of memo¬ 
ry- 

Thanks to one of her 


physicians, Dr. Chris Pow¬ 
ers, the world now knows 
that neurological prob¬ 
lems like this are fairly 
common in people with 
HIV/AID S patients. 

He and colleagues re¬ 
cently published results of 
an important 10-year study 
linking HIV to neurologi¬ 
cal disease. 

“In a nutshell we 
showed that despite the 
availability of antiretrovi¬ 
ral drugs, neurological dis¬ 
ease is common, occurring 
in over 20 per cent of 
those with HIV,” Dr. Pow¬ 
ers told Metro. 

He is a professor in neu¬ 
rology at the universities 
of Alberta and Calgary and 
Canada Research Chair in

Neurological Infection and 
Immunity. 

Telceste is now feeling 
OK. She’s on medications 
to control her seizures and 
headaches, as well as tak¬ 
ing a cocktail of HIV drugs. 

Overall, there is good 
news on the HIV front, 
thanks to the dozens of 
HIV medications now on 
the market in Canada. 

“Yes, it is not universal¬ 
ly fatal the way it was be¬ 
fore, because of the 
availability of antiretrovi¬ 


rals,” says Power. But there 
is bad news too. 

“Survival depends on 
drug cocktails that are 
hard to take, expensive 
and toxic. And survival is 
still much less than in the 
general population and 
particularly bad if you 
have neurological disease.” 

The study included 
1,651 people infected with 
HIV who were being treat¬ 
ed at the Southern Alberta 
Clinic in Calgary between 
1998 and 2008; in those 10 
years, 404 of them had 
neurological problems 
such as seizures, demen¬ 
tia, nerve pain in their 
hands and feet, memory 
loss, headaches and mi¬ 
graines. 


Zoonotic 

1 HIV/AIDS is far from the 
only disease that comes to 
us from animals. These 
viruses, bacteria and other 
nasty bugs are called 
“zoonotic infections” and 
there are more than 500 of 
them, according to the 
Journal of Epidemiology 
and Community Health. 
Here is a partial list of oth¬ 
er disease: 

► H 1 N 1 from pigs 

► West Nile virus from birds 

► Measles from cattle 

► Rabies from dogs 

► HIV from monkeys

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The HIVAIDS epi¬ 
demic is changing.

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A generation ago, AIDS was 
decimating the gay popula¬ 
tion.

“HIV is clobbering the 
gay community,” says 
Robert Carr, director of 
policy and advocacy at the 
International Council of 
AIDS Service Organiza¬ 
tions. 

“A new generation has 
grown up that doesn’t re¬ 
member the AIDS epidem¬ 
ic in the 1980’s. People 
don’t see their friends dy¬ 
ing like they did then. And 
they’ve become compla¬ 
cent because HIV isn’t a 
death sentence any more.” 

There’s one obvious rea¬ 
son for the high infection 
rates: HIV spreads more 
easily through anal sex 
than through vaginal sex. 

“(Gay men) here often 
get the vims while having 
dmg-induced sex,” says 
Milcey, an HIV-positive 
AIDS outreach worker in 
Kuala Lumpur.

Ill search of new treatments 



AIDS researchers around 
the world are watching the 
“slow progressors” — peo¬ 
ple who have HIV infection 
but don’t develop full¬ 
blown AIDS. 

They only account for 
one per cent of HlV-infect- 
ed individuals, but they 
may provide a key to new 
treatments. An interna¬ 
tional study has identified 
a genetic variation that 
helps their immune sys¬ 
tem control the infection 


before it spreads. The 
Canadian arm was led by 
Dr. Cecile Tremblay, a re¬

O Old Bay Seasoning has changed its classic side-of- 
the-can crab cake recipe, but we dug up the orginal 


Preparation: 


I Heat oven to 200 C (400 
F). Then, to make 
remoulade: In a bowl, 
whisk together mayon¬ 
naise, pepper jelly, 
capers, gherkins, parsely 
and Worcestershire 
sauce. Season with salt 
and pepper. Set aside. 

2 Cut two ends off each 
potato, then cut each in 
half across the centre to 
create two rounds. Place 
in bowl and cover with 
hot water. Allow to rest 
for 10 minutes. 


3 


Remove potatoes from 
water and dry well. 
Place potatoes on a 
rimmed baking sheet 
and toss with oil, salt 
and pepper. 


4 


Arrange potatoes in an 
even layer on baking 
sheet, then roast for 15 
minutes. Use a spatula 
to flip each round, then 
roast for another 15 


minutes or until they are 
cripsy and browned on 
the outside and tender 
on the inside. 

5 While potatoes cook, 
make crab cakes. Crum¬ 
ble stale bread into a 
medium bowl and add 
milk. All the bread 
should absorb all the 
milk. Add remaining 
crab cake ingredients 
and mix until 
incorporated. 

6 Form mixture into 20 
miniature patties, about 
the size of a tablespoon. 

7 When potatoes are 

cooked, transfer them to 
paper towels to drain 
any excess oil. Carefully 
place crab cakes on hot 
pan and return to oven. 
Cook for 5 minutes, then 
turn on broiler. Brown 
crab cakes on one side, 
two minutes, flip crab 
cakes over and broil 
them until browned on 
the other side. 


8 Arrange potatoes on a 
platter. Top each one 
with a crab cake, then 
drop a small dallop of 
remoulade. Serve imme¬ 
diately. Makes 20 .
